That he might bring ho me to 
his co untrymen their unfaithfulness 
to Go d, o n o ne o ccasio n, Isaiah sang 
a so ng abo ut a friend who o wned a 
v ineyard. The so ng depicted the care 
besto wed upo n the v ineyard, which 
ho wev er, bro ught fo rth no thing bu. 
wild grapes. 
Destructio n was 
its 
do o m, as the useless things must die, 
be it a v ineyard o r a natio n. 
Yo u say this is harshness. 
Yo u 
say this is anger and v indictiv eness. 
No , it is neither. It is a lo gical se­ 
quence. A fruitless o r a wild grape 
v ineyard is an encumbrance o f the 
so il. 
But what is the applicatio n? What 
did Isaiah aim to teach his natio n 
by such a lesso n? Listen! “ Fo r the 
v ineyard o f the Lo rd is the ho use o f 
Israel, and the men o f Judah his 
pleasant plant." 
He lo o ked to this natio n fo r jus­ 
tice. and beheld o ppressio n; he lo o k­ 
ed fo r righteo usness and heard the 
cry o f the o ppressed. Israel had be­ 
co me a wo rthless v ineyard and Ju­ 
dah a fruitless plant. 
In an equally im po rtant sense, Ann 
erica, in the v ineyard o f 
the Lo rd. 
Think what Go d has do ne fo r us an 
a natio n! Our histo ry is replete with 
glo rio us deeds; o ur future is bright 
with pro mise o f 
natio nal 
useful­ 
ness. 
Six Cardinal Sins. 


The pro phet giv es six 
cardinal 
sins which made Israel an unpro fit­ 
able v ineyard. 
It may seem strange 
to us, but these are the six great sms 
o f o ur natio n. Let us study the mes­ 
sage o f » Isaiah as he speaks to his 
o wn peo ple, and bo w o ur heads while 
the ancient pro phet teaches ms o ur 
natio nal duty. 
1st 
There was the greed o f the 
land o wners. The pro phet in unmeas= 
ured terms criticises the cruel greed 
fo r v ast estates. He deno unces 
the 
wealthy who unjustly added to their 
already v ast ho ldings until a few 
o f them po ssessed the who le land. 
Isaiah gav e the end o f this as “de­ 
po pulatio n aud barrenness!" He was 
right. 
We hav e the same pro blem 
to day. 
The Curse o f Extremes. 
The wise man says: 
“Giv e me 
neither po v erty no r riches. Feed me 
with the fo o d that Is needful fo r me, 
lest I be full and deny thee and say, 
Who is the Lo rd? Or lest I be po o r 
and steal, and use pro fanely the name 
o f the Lo rd."
